School Calendar Is Set 


Redistricting of some pupils at 
the Central school to relieve 
crowded conditions there, was ap- 
proved by the school committee 
Tuesday night. 

The board also approved the 
school calendar for the coming 
year, adopted a policy relative to 
admission of new students mov- 
ing into town, and made several 
appointments, 

There will by 54 pupils transfer- 
red under the redistricting plan 
with 17 being assigned to South and 
37 to Bancroft. 

The plan was presented by Supt. 
of Schools Edward I. Erickson and 
the school committee accepted his 
recommendations unanimously. 

In most cases the students are 
on the borders of the three school 
districts involved. It is anticipated 
that the transfers will not be of a 
temporary nature. Inother words, 
the new classes to whichthe pupils 
will be transferred, will continue 
on in that school. 

Committeeman William King 
presented three school calendars 
for consideration by committee 
members, but no action on the 
proposals will be taken until the 
fall when the matter can be dis- 
cussed further with the Andover 
Education Association, 

In the meantime, the committee 
has accepted the calendar pro- 
posed by Supt. Erickson which 
provides for school vacations in 
February and April. 

The committee had been con- 
sidering dropping one of the two 
weeks, 

The schedule calls for 187 days, 
but this allows for cancellation 
dates. The school year will remain 
at 180 days. 


New families moving into town 
will be allowed to sendtheir child~ 
ren to school, or begin classes here 
prior to moving for a 60 day tuition 
free period, under a new policy. 

The family must present to the 
school department from a bank or 
mortgagor, that purchase of a 
home or completion of a new home 
is anticipated within the 60 days 
period.

four, but I’ve already thought a lot 
about how to teach them conserva- 
tion. 

I guess to’ me conservation isn’t 
just a word ... it’s a philosophy 
and a way of life. It’s caring 
about ‘keeping the world fit for 
humanity, actively helping to pro- 
tect the natural world, appreciat- 
ing beauty, and loving God’s crea- 
tion, all rolled into one full thud 
of a word ... conservation, 

But how do you translate ‘‘con- 
servation’? to mean ail that in the 
mind of a child? 

You might think I should know 
lots of facts about the world of 
nature, but I don’t, not really, 

Anyway, I’ve found the kids are- 
n’t all that receptive to facts at 


this age. At least mine aren't, 


Something seems to automatically 
turn them off when they suspect 
Mommy is determined to teach 
them an Interesting Fact for some 
reason unbeknown to them. Per- 
haps my Interesting Facts just 
don’t fit into some secret learn- 
ing cycle of their own. 

But I’ve found that I can teach 
a few concepts about conservation, 
even though the kids resist Facts 
and even though I don’t:know all 
that many Facts. I think the most 
basie concept is ... what does an 
animal need to survive? A good 
home ... protection from en- 
emies ... clean water... the right 
food ... clean air. You can teach 
that with turtles, or worms, or a 
dog, or the robin that builds a 
nest in your tree. You don’t need 
to know a whole lot. 


The same concept is basic for 
plants. What do they need to sur- 
vive? A place to grow, free from 
competition from other plants ... 
SO we weed the strawberries and 
cultivate the ground around 
grass won’t grow where we don’t 
want it. Clean water ... so we 
water the strawberries in dry 
spells. Minerals from the ground 
for food, so for some plants we 
put in fertilizers ... but the straw- 
berries seem to like New Eng- 
land soil, so they get along well 
without fertilizers. And clean air, 
too; which is harder to teach un- 
less you live on a busy street in 
the city where the car exhaust 
curls up the leaves of the plants, 
But kids can understand the idea 
when you tell them. 


enemies .,. clean water ... good 
food ... clean air. It’s simple 
and infinitely complex. 

I think the children learn most 
about conservation from growing 
things of their own. They’ve learn- 
ed a lot from the strawberries and 
the turtles. They love to plant 
flowers, and maybe someday we’ll 
progress to the stage where they’Il 
take care of them, At least I’m 
optimistic. They already love to 
water the flowers, and themselves, 
and me, and the neighbors.

We are learning how to turn on the genes in the 


up-with alu lu. This time they have something 
cooking on the back burner that could change man- 
kind like we never dreamed possible. 

This new scientific prediction comes from none 
other then Dr. James Bonner, a biologist from the 
California Institute of Technology. He made his 
startling statements of things to come at a meet- 
ing of the Pacific Division of the Association for 
the Advancement of Science. 

Dr. Bonner is not a science fiction writer, His 
Statements are not to be taken lightly. Heisa 
leader in his field. His father was the late Dr. 
Walter Bonner, head of the chemistry department 
at the University of Utah, All six of the Bonner 
boys hold doctoral degrees in biology or chemis- 
try - except one and he holds a master’s degree 
in mathematics. Dr. James’ background is so 
intellectual that even his wife ‘holds a Ph.D. 

His predictions are so unusual that Iam going 
to quote him and the report of his talk or you 
might think I have been hitting the joy-juice. 

Dr. Bonner said, *‘The brain will stay home, 
concentrating on-thought, while the sense organs 
roam the world, seeing, talking, listening, play- 


ing. We will enjoy a new freedom, freedom from . 


carrying our heads around. 

Dr, Bonner summed up his latest research with 
living cells and further predicted in an interview: 
(1) New organs - hearts, lungs legs, arms - not 
transplants but new tissue grown by each indivi- 
dual as needed after disease or accident. (2) 
Bigger brains with better learning capacity - 
vital, he believes, if men are not to be obsolete. 

Dr. Bonner says the growth of new organs will 
be possible ‘‘in less than a generation, Our 
knowledge of living cell development is expand- 
ing rapidly, with a knowledge - doubling time of 
something like two years. We are very close to 
knowing precisely how cells differentiate, what 
makes some of them become muscle, some of them 
become nerve. When we know this we can dupli- 
cate it, We are not far from the time when we can 
take a cell - any cell - and tell it to become an 
embryo or heart tissue or bone or something else, 


nucleus whichtells acell to become one thing, and to 
turn off the genes in the nucleus whichwould tell it 
to become something else. 

Dr. Bonner also’foresees the possibility that men 
may no longer want to be constructed of ‘gooey, 
sticky things’’ like flesh and blood, and may pre- 
fer to have bodies of radiation-resistant silicon 
based materials,: ‘‘Man will have the opportunity 
literally to remake himself in whatever image he 
chooses.’’ 

Now, this is enough to curl the fuzz on any 
peach and certainly the few hairs I have on my 
head. It gives me goose pimples and chills to 
think about these predictions of Dr. Bonner coming 
true in my lifetime. We can’t even contro! our 
morals, much less the hydrogen bombs we make. 
We can’t even make the streets of our cities safe 
to walk in after dark or balance our national bud- 
get (much less our personal budgets). _ What 
in the ever-loving world will we do with the ul- 
timate power to make ourselves over into any 
desired pattern? 

With a population explosion of unbelievable pro- 
portions. going on today, what will happen when we 
become able to live forever? 

Another sobering thought comes to mind, With 
all the trouble we have with out glorious poli- 
ticians who have only one head and two hands. 
How will we ever cope with them if they have 
two heads and four hands? What ifone head turned 
out to be a Democrat and the other one a Repub- 
lican? Could one head be honest and the other 
one a regular politician? 

With four hands, it would be possible for a 
politician .to shake hands with voters and pick 
their pockets at the same’time. Just think, you 
could play poker, deal with two hands, count 
your money with the third hand and seratch with 
the fourth, What is this world coming to? 

I hope Dr. Bonner and his group develop a good 
case of the itch and spend all their time seratch- 
ing and never solve the problems of his predic- 
tions. My wife can sign too-many checks with 
only two hands. I could never make enough to 
cover her signing with four hands.
